The very scarce 1704 German translation of the quarto edition of this magnificent work, published two years after the French editions in 
folio and quarto. Medailles sur les principaux evenements du regne de Louis le Grand was created by the Academie Royale des Medailles et des 
Inscriptions and was intended not simply to be a record of the medals of Louis XIV, but a carefully constructed history of his reign. From the 
birth of Louis XIV in 1638 and his ascension to the throne on the death of Louis XIII less than five years later, this work traces the important 
events in the life of this illustrious monarch as well as the history of France itself. The historical descriptions of the medals were written by 
Nicolas Boileau-Despreaux, and the engravings and other artistic flourishes required the participation of a number of prominent artists. 
Francois Charpentier (1620-1702) was an important member of l’Academie Franchise and was involved in the production of many of the 
medals depicted in this volume. While primary authorship has traditionally been ascribed to him, his actual involvement in the work appears 
unclear and it seems best to ascribe authorship to the Academie itself (Dekesel prefers to list it under Academie president Jean-Paul Bignon). 
The reduced format of the French quarto edition, on which this German edition is based, required entirely new engravings. The medals 
throughout the volume have only their reverses depicted, with the obverse also shown only when there was a change in design. They are also 
smaller, being 44 mm in diameter, as opposed to the 73 mm diameter of the pieces portrayed in the folio edition (though, as pointed out in 
the Avertissement of the French edition, the medals are thus depicted herein at their actual size). The bibliographies generally cite only the 
French editions: Brunet III.

John Akerman considered the main work to be of “great value” and John Pinkerton empha¬ 
sized its utility to the student of Byzantine numismatics. A nice set, including the engraved double-page map but lacking the oft-missing 
frontispiece.

Extremely rare and of considerable importance to the history of engraving, particularly in the engraving of the eccentric turnings often 
used on banknotes to inhibit counterfeiters. First published in 1817, this pioneering work on the topic appears to have been a key factor 
in the development of Ibbetson’s “invention for the better protecting bank-notes against forgery” first proposed by him in 1818. During 
that year, Ibbetson communicated with the Directors of the Bank of England “on the subject of the Forgery of Bank-Notes,” expressing 
his “sanguine hopes” that he “had devised a form for bank-notes, which would not only oppose the forger with incalculable difficulty, but 
which contained a self-detecting principle that would enable the public at large easily to distinguish a genuine note from a forged one.” By 
the time that Ibbetson had perfected his invention, the Commission appointed by the Government to prevent the forgery of bank notes 
had already selected another plan. Nonplussed, he published his A Practical View of an Invention for the Better Protecting Bank-Notes 
against Forgery in 1820. Ibbetsons work continues to be held in high regard. He published several editions of the present work, though all 
are now rarely encountered. This is the third edition, and is considerably expanded over the first edition. The first copy we have offered 
in at least 25 years.

A unique and most interesting 1720 manuscript of a work meant for publication, a goal apparently not achieved as written. At the end, 
its author writes: “this Dissertation I intend to print by Subscription.” On the page preceding it are what appear to be computations, 
perhaps relating t< > proposed publication costs. In 1764, a work produced by the famous English printer John Baskerville was published in 
London, entitled An Introduction to the Knowledge of Medals. By the late Rev. David Jennings, D.D. The author (1691-1762), was a noted 
dissenting divinity tutor who is best known for his work on “Jewish Antiquities.” In the numismatic sphere, however, his fame lies in the 
1764 work already mentioned and a later 1775 edition published shortly after John Baskerville’s death under the aegis of his wife Sarah. 
Published posthumously, both were “printed from the Authors Copy, corrected by his own hand.” The introduction in the manuscript 
at hand is addressed to “your most Excellent L(ord)ship,” and the text continues in that vein as a dialogue. That artifice is abandoned 
in the published work, which appears to be considerably refined and more felicitously organized than the sometimes rambling musings 
ot a rather hesitant author in his late twenties (a callow Jennings confesses in the manuscript: “The Respect I owe your most Excellent 
l.(ord)ship has at length prevailed over ye natural Reluctance I have to writing”). No such hesitance is apparent in the published version, 
which has now been distilled into five Sections, as follows: Section I: The History of Medals-, Section II: Of the Matter, Size, and Shape 
of Medals-, Section 111:0/ the Orders into which Medals are to be distinguished ; Section IV: Of the Impression and Form of Medab; and 
Section V: Of the Value and Use of Medals. Both the manuscript and the published work were intended to be a general guide designed 
for inexperienced collectors, and apparently based on Jobert’s Science des medailles. Perhaps in an attempt to crush the competition, John 
Pinkerton unfairly terms Jennings’s treatise “the most childish work which ever appeared in any science whatever” and concludes that the 
author “certainly had never seen a dozen coins; nor a single medallic writer of this century.” While some of Jennings’s views are quaint, 
even at the time, the work gained sufficient favor to go through two editions, neither of which is particularly rare (the second edition 
turns up with some regularity). In the manuscript present here, the author provides a rather amusing example of “Detriments ye Science 
Sustains from ye vain Curiosity of ye Common People”: “I have known a Country Baker set an Exorbitant price upon a Claudius of the 
Medal Copper only because it has been pretty fair & bright, 8c at ye same time despis’d a Julius becaus’d it has been cas’d over with Rust. 
And it is thru this kind of ignorant folly ye many beautiful pieces have been quite spoil’d, or rendered very suspicious.” Such disdain is 
largely absent in the published work, where Jennings addresses the topic thus: “But nothing is more to be regarded than the Colour and 
Varnish, especially of Copper Medals; many of which have a certain inimitable Varnish and Politure; some Green, some Blue, others of 
a Reddish Brown ; which whether it was given them by art, or has been contracted by age, is not absolutely determined: though the latter 
seems more probable, since all the art of the falsifiers, whether by Sal Armoniak, Vinegar, burning Paper upon them, burying them in the 
Earth, or any other way, has by no means equaled it.” In an earlier section of the book, Jennings, however, can not restrain himself from 
noting dismissively: “few persons troubled themselves with collecting those [Medals] of the Lower Empire; until by being neglected, 
some of them are become scarce, and on that account, valuable as some Books are, many copies of which have been consumed by the 
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Cheese mongers and Pastry-cooks .” Manuscripts of numismatic works eventually published, particularly from the eighteenth century or 
earlier, are virtually never encountered outside of institutions, whether preliminary or final. The manuscript at hand was written scarcely 
a quarter century after the first two numismatic books published in the English language were issued, Obadiah Walker s Greek and Roman 
History Illustrated by Coins & Medals (1692), and John Evelyns Numismata (1697).

A most interesting assemblage, shedding light on Elders key role as the principal source of American medals for the princes collection 
and also his assistance in gathering research for Battenberg s monumental work on naval medals. In late 1917, he assumed the title ref¬ 
erenced above within brackets and the three massive volumes published from 1919 to 1928 were issued under that appellation. Some of 
the medals mentioned in Elders letters to Battenberg include: “a large gold life saving medal” to be offered in Elders April 10, 1915 sale 
(“This medal I know is too expensive to add to your collection”); Dr. Kane; Ericsson; Hobson; Commodore Barry (“only about 25 were 
struck”); Dewey Chicago Reception Committee; Small Hobson; Plattsburgh; Champlain; Perry Centennial; John Horn; Truxton; Corne¬ 
lius Vanderbilt; “a huge medal in AE to the man who founded I believe the Life Saving Service here”; Merrimac medal; Paul Jones plaque; 
Nanson plaque; seven Geographical Society medals; D.D. Walsh Life Saving medal; and a great many more. 

Excerpts from handwritten Battenberg letters or postcards to Elder include: 1911 - “Vice Admiral Prince Louis of Battenberg would be 
glad if Mr. Elder were to inform him of any Naval Commemorative Medal (of any maritime country and any period) he may have for sale 
at any time, as he collects these”; 1914 - $20 is too high for me for the California medal but I will gladly pay something for a plaster cast 
of it”; 1915 - “Many thanks for the interesting little Schley medalet, unknown to me!”; 1915 - “I have lately studied the Catalogue of the 
U.S. Mint & have noted the following, which I should be glad to have in AE if procurable...”; 1916 - “Very grateful to you for doing so 
much for my medal. Ten days ago I had got £1000 profit in cash — hundreds still outstanding.” 

A few excerpts from Elder letters to Battenberg follow: 1915 - “I addressed the American Numismatic Society...to mention simply the 
fact that Your Highness collected Naval, Polar and Life Saving medals”; 1912 - “I am disgusted with the poor workmanship shown on 
the average American medal”; 1912 - “Mr. Huntington, the president said to me that these medals [Brenner Geographical] are very 
important and only two were struck, one for the recipient and the other for the Numismatic”; “the Chairman of the Board of the Ameri¬ 
can Geographical Society, informs me that the Board voted to have electrotypes made of all the medals which have been allotted by the 
Society for Arctic and Antarctic research, and to present same to me for transport to Your Highness...as soon as they can be prepared 
by Tiffany & Company”; “A word from Dr. T.L. Comparette, the curator of the U.S. Mint, leads me to believe that a set of medals will be 
forthcoming in the near future to assist you in the completion of the American part of the book.” 

After summarizing Battenbergs wide-ranging interest in medals “relating to Naval matters, Polar Research and Life Saving” and request¬ 
ing the help of the Mint in augmenting his collection, Elder’s 1912 letter to Comparette continues: “Please keep this strictly confidential 
as regards the coin dealers, Doctor, and I will appreciate it, as I don’t want others butting into my dealings with the Prince and trying to 
complicate and spoil matters.”

This remarkable volume is perhaps best described by a handwritten note, written by Lucien Naville, which is included with the plates: 
“One set of 164 plates of Greek Coins. Unique set of proof of the original Collection of Dr. S. Pozzi, Paris, prepared for a catalogue which 
was never published and which was handed over to Dr. Hirsch when he bought the entire collection in 1920.” Occasionally, coin illustra- 
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tions have been crossed through in pencil, perhaps indicating coins that were no longer present in the collection (at least one is deemed 
faux). Overprinted in French, the plates begin with the coins of “Espagne: Narbonne” and end with those of the “Pelaponese: Corinthe.” 
Grierson, page 286, terms this famous collection “Une des plus belles” and Spring, No. 471, features a brief biography of the “elegant, 
decadent and diabolically handsome” Dr. Pozzi, who died in 1918 at the hands of a deranged patient. Dr. Alan Walker provides a captivat¬ 
ing, expanded account of the life of “Doctor Cherie” (an appellation assigned him by paramour and celebrated actress Sarah Bernhart) in 
“Catalogues and Their Collectors,” an essay published in American Journal of Numismatics, 2008. Noting that Pozzi “was a famous per¬ 
sonality, both as a doctor and as a member of the glittering social, artistic and intellectual circles in Paris during the late nineteenth and 
early twentieth century,” Walker observes: “How he found the time to collect Greek coins is something of a mystery, but collect them he 
did for some thirty years prior to his murder. Of course, given his superb taste in everything he did, his coins were selected with great care 
and with a discerning eye.” In addition to the considerable utilitarian value of the volume at hand, it also connects three of the greatest 
classical numismatists of the era: 1) Lucien Naville, early host to Jacob Hirsch, sponsor of early Ars Classica sales, and an accomplished 
collector and author; 2) Dr. Jacob Hirsch, of whom nothing additional need be said; and 3) Pozzi himself, of whom, after reading Alan 
Walkers toothsome biography, one is tempted to consider as perhaps the most fascinating coin collector who ever lived. Ex Miinzen und

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ce mien petit livre intitule le Promptuaire des Medailles. II me fut donne demie douzaine de medalles antiques..Six medallion portraits 
and accompanying text occupy the following three pages, depicting Hippocrates, Herodotus, Theophrastus, Aesculapius, Livy and Di- 
oscorides. John Cunnally, in Images of the Illustrious, devotes a long section to Guillaume Rouille, observing that though “not a printer 
himself, Rouille was a grand editeur who contracted with writers, artists, printers, and retailers to produce blockbuster editions, selecting 
titles that would appeal to an international audience.” Family connections enabled Rouille to distribute books throughout Europe, ac¬ 
counting for the multilingual editions of his Promptuarium, and other works which he sold to retailers. Rouille consistently employed the 
best engravers, and Cunnally notes that, aesthetically, the Promptuarium “is very successful with its medallions arranged in pairs at the 
top third of the page and the text elegantly set below.”

Vico’s First Numismatic Work

Apparently Vico’s first numismatic treatise, though some bibliographers, including Adams, Berghaus and Bassoli have attributed author¬ 
ship to printer/publisher Antonio Zantani. But rarely encountered, it was the first numismatic book to depict reverse images of Roman 
imperial coins. The collation in this copy differs widely from that provided in Dekesel’s 1991 Twelve Highlights from the Numismatic Book 
Collection in the Herzog August Bibliothek, though it appears to be complete. Dekesel concludes that this work “was rather carelessly 
produced.. .and lacks the necessary indications for the binder... This resulted in a very complicated binding structure which was differ¬ 
ent according to each copy.” Vico’s engraved titles are considered to be magnificent examples of Renaissance book engraving and the one 
present here is no exception. The libro primo found at the end of the title of the Herzog August copy has been erased in the example at 
hand and the printer’s device and various blank leaves sometimes encountered are not present here. Jonathan Kagan writes of Enea Vico 
(1523-1567), in Numismatics in the Age ofGrolier, 2001: “Born and trained in Parma, Enea Vico’s early life is obscure until he surfaces 
in Rome in the 1540s, producing engraved reproductions of classical and modern works for a growing market of print collectors. After a 
brief stay in Florence, Vico applied to the Signoria (city council) of Venice in 1546 for a residency permit, promising to publish ‘some very 
beautiful and rare designs never before seen or printed.’ He stayed in Venice for sixteen years, fulfilling his promise by printing [a] series 
of elegant numismatic books... Especially important for the history of numismatics was Vico’s insistence that ancient coins were actually 
struck as currency for circulation, in contrast to the opinion of his rival Sebastiano Erizzo, who argued that these beautiful coins were 
produced as commemorative medals and objects of art, and were not seen or handled by the vulgar.’ Dekesel V 15. Hennin 170. Further 
commentary on this most important early numismatic author may be found in Edith Elmburg-Ruppelt’s “Der systematische Ausbau der 
Numismatik im Werk Enea Vicos (1523-1567),” in Wissenschaftgeschichte der Numismatik , 1995.

Apparently an early trial version of this delightfully illustrated early numismatic work on the Roman empresses, fabricated before the 
arrangement of the plates and their design had been finally determined. Unique and most significant. The unfinished plates are, of neces¬ 
sity, early impressions and are accordingly worthy of bibliographical comparison with their published counterparts. While this work was 
first published in Italian in 1557, the unfinished nature of this 1558 Latin translation clearly suggests that both works were in prepara- 
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tion at the same time. A careful comparison of the various issues of both editions with the volume at hand may well provide new insight 
into Vico the engraver, and Vico and Valgrisio as printer-publishers. Of the author/engraver, Ferdinando Bassoli observes: “[Enea Vico] 
united an uncommon talent as an artist and engraver in bronze with literary expertise... Vico brought out two books of his own with 
reproductions of coins... The first is richly illustrated with the coinage of Julius Caesar, the second with engravings of Roman Empresses 
taken from coins. In view of the quality of the typography, both deserve to be considered as being amongst the finest Italian books of the 
sixteenth century... Enea Vico is the first numismatic writer not to have been deceived by contemporary forgeries. Moreover, he did not 
only interest himself in the ‘portraits’ but in the coins themselves, and also illustrated the reverses.” Babelon 79. Bassoli 14. Dekesel V 22.

Extremely rare: only the second complete set we have been privileged to offer, superior to one sold twenty years ago. The “footprint” of this 
remarkable set of books is overwhelming. Over two feet in height and nearly 20 inches wide, these immense tomes weigh a total of 115 
pounds (52 kg). They may well be the most imposing set of numismatically illustrated books ever published. The vast array of numismatic 
images was utilized in the selection of illustrations for Benjamin Richard Greens 1829 Numismatic Atlas, of Ancient History. The main 
author, Ennio Quirino Visconti (1751-1818), was an internationally recognized classical scholar and draughtsman. As a child he was 
schooled by his father, Giovan Battista, utilizing the family collection of ancient coins and the sculptures and ancient coins in the Museo Pio 
(Jementino, where Giovan served as its first director. In 1798 Ennio became one of the five consuls of the newly created Roman Republic; 
a year later, he was summoned to Paris as Conservateur des Antiques in the Louvre. As such he was also Director of the Musee Napoleon, 
and conceived the imperial project of a classified iconography of the ancient world—a monumental lexicon of classical antiquity. The seven 
resulting v olumes, printed by Didot in his striking new type, are but a mere fragment of the iconography as it was intended. Visconti him¬ 
self died in 1818, and the final volumes were prepared under Chevalier Antoine Mongez (1747-1835). (Brunet states that the final volume 
was published in 1833, not 1826 as indicated on the title.) The work was never completed, but even within this small preliminary field the 
range is enormous, covering every known, or suspected, king whose portrait has survived, and a variety of portraits of famous men, backed 
by contemporary references from classical literature. Some of the finest engravers of the day contributed to this work, including Beisson, 
Dorez, Guttenberg, Lacour, Laurent, Migneret and others. Many of the plates partly or entirely feature ancient coins. While the outstand- 
ing quality of the engravings is perhaps most striking at first glance, the volumes evince a very high level of scholarship as well. This first 
folio edition, intended for presentation purposes only, was followed by an edition for sale in which the text was published in quarto format 
and accompanied by two folio volumes of plates. Sandys, in A History of Classical Scholarship, writes that Ennio was the most famous 
member of the archeological family of the Visconti, and was a precocious genius. He also found it worthy of mention that he had seen the 
finely-bound large-paper copy of Visconti s “three important volumes on Greek Iconography... that once belonged to Napoleon himself” 
which, at the time, was in the “collection of M. Gennadius in London.” John Drury (David Edmunds) has written of that “the quality of the 
typography, printing and paper, the excellence of the plates, and the high level of scholarship, go to make this not simply a grand early 19th 
century coffee-table book, but a highly important contribution to its subjects and worthy a place in every major library of numismatics, 
classics or the arts. Babelon 130: “E. Quirino Visconti and A. Mongez .. .drew on numismatics as a source for their glorious work on the 
iconography of the ancients.”

William Albert Wahler was the principal of a California geotechnical engineering company who formed the most complete collection of 
ancient Greek Hellenistic portrait coins in private hands at the time. During the heyday of NFA, Wahler often paid enormous prices for 
coins, though it is said that Wahler was planning legal action shortly before his death. Ihat the collection was ultimately purchased by 
NFA is more than a little ironic. Its importance cannot be overstated and the record of coins in his collection offered here is particularly 
important in enabling the reestablishment of the Wahler pedigree for coins “from a distinguished Northern California Collection” sold 
in NFA Auction XXV, November 29, 1990 and also in Sotheby’s October 26 (better coins) and October 28 (lesser coins), 1993 Athena 
Fund sales in Zurich, “Sold on the Instructions of the Agent, Numismatic Fine Arts International.” The Wahler pedigree was deleted in 
the main sale catalogue and the secondary coins were sadly sold without any history. The coins described and depicted here are assigned 
numbers up to 876, with many breaks, and also included is data on a handful of foreign crowns and minor coins. Prices paid are written 
in ink and sources include NFA, M&M, Leu, Kurpfalzische, Giessener, Superior, Poindessault, Spink, Kovacs, i less, and many others.

Initially, it seemed destined to become a numismatic best-seller. Laban Heath ordered 5,000, and later an additional 10,000, sets of the 
22 plates from the Treasury Department Printing Bureau. Had it not been for political intrigue and actual sabotage (well chronicled in 
Eric Newmans work on Laban Heath and his counterfeit detectors, published in the 1991 ANA Anthology), this work would presumably 
be widely available today. The introduction hints at the problems by stating: “but a limited number of engravings from the original dies 
(sufficient only for this edition) have been printed, and that, by a recent change in the law, no more can be printed from the Government 
plates at the Treasury Department.” Eric Newmans research suggests that the likely author was Laban Heath of Counterfeit Detector 
fame. Only a very small number of copies of the book were ultimately issued and most, as here, feature the name of Nehemiah George 
Ordway on the copyright notice. The work has, consequently, sometimes been attributed to him and the volume at hand lends a dollop 
of credence to that assertion. Certainly, Ordway and Heath worked in tandem for years on the latter’s counterfeit detectors and Newman 
confirms that Ordway was deeply involved in the bond detector project, including financial aspects and the collation and preparation 
of the work for the press. Two of the bond plates depict a counterfeit $1,000 Coupon Bond, front and back; one depicts distilled spirits, 
beer, cigar, and Internal Revenue stamps; the remainder of the plates depict genuine bonds, some combining design elements from dif¬ 
ferent denominations. One plate is printed in red; one in red and black; five in green and black; the remainder in black only. Colonel 
Frank E. Howe (1829-83), served in the Civil War and subsequently became well known as the Pension Agent at New York. Politically 
well-connected, Howe spent a good deal of time in Washington in pursuance of his Treasury Department duties and presumably met and 
became a friend of Nehemiah George Ordway while there. A native of New Hampshire, Ordway (1828-1907), served as state chairman 
for the Republican party during Abraham Lincolns bid for the presidency in 1860. In 1862, he was appointed General Agent of the Post 
Office Department for the New England states and he subsequently served as Sergeant at Arms of the United States House of Representa¬ 
tives in Washington, D.C. from 1875 until 1880. His career in government ended badly. In 1883, while serving as the seventh Governor 
of Dakota Territory, Ordway was indicted on corruption charges and he was removed from office the following year by President Chester

Its founder, Dr. George Francis Heath, was, in essence, a collector, and the publication has 
always endeavored to serve first the needs of coin collectors. About the time that the American Journal of Numismatics became exclusively 
a scholarly journal. The Numismatist unfurled its banner. It is filled with vignettes of collectors of the day, results of important sales, and 
fascinating gossip on a wide variety of topics. Numismatic scholars will also find much of interest in its pages, with significant articles on 
a wide variety of subjects appearing through the years. It is an unparalleled, comprehensive chronicle of coin collecting in America from 
the turn of the century to the present. The modest amounts that sets have brought in recent years truly make it one of the great bargains 
of American numismatic literature. The present set is unusually nice and is mostly uniformly bound.

Even today, the AJN remains an indispensable and unparalleled source of numismatic information and lore. On March 8, 1866, resident 
member Joseph N.T. Levick proposed the establishment by the American Numismatic and Archaeological Society of a journal of “nu¬ 
mismatic and archaeological intelligence.” His suggestion was quickly adopted and the inaugural issue appeared in late May of the same 
year. Many of America’s greatest contributions to numismatic scholarship first appeared in the pages of this most important publication. 
Crosby’s classic works on large cents, parts of his Early Coins of America, Frey’s Dictionary of Numismatic Names, Edgar Adams’s extensive 
work on California pioneer gold coins and, later on, the scholarly, still indispensable studies on ancient Greek coins by Newell, Baldwin 
Brett, and others are but a small sampling. For American researchers, the Journal is interesting for the reminiscences and other fascinat¬ 
ing tidbits of information to be found in the earlier volumes, much of which is little known today except among the select few fortunate 
to possess a set of this remarkable storehouse of knowledge.

In his 1949 Bank Note Reporters and Counterfeit Reporters, William Dillistin wrote: “In 1830, when there were ap¬ 
proximately 330 banks operating in this country, Robert T. Bicknell, a lottery broker in Philadelphia, began the publication of a bank note 
reporter and counterfeit detector. He was the pioneer in this field in Philadelphia and was preceded only by Mahlon Day and S.J. Sylvester 
in New York... In October, 1832, Bicknell announced that having had frequent applications made to him for his List of Counterfeits and 
Altered Notes, and Bank Note List, in pamphlet form, he had concluded for the convenience of his numerous friends and the public to 
issue an edition in that form. The pamphlet, a monthly, first appeared on October 1, 1832, as Bicknell’s Counterfeit Detector and Bank 
Note List. It contained items regarding finance, banks and banking, the usual bank note list, list of counterfeit and altered notes, a few 
advertisements and a table headed ‘Bank Note Exchange,’ arranged by States...” Single copies were priced at a princely 254, though an 
annual subscription of eight numbers was available for $1.00. As if a century and a half of natural attrition were not enough, the notice 
on the first page (and similar notices in kindred publications) has undoubtedly further reduced survival rates: “+ BEWARE! As every 
number of this publication will contain, in addition to the present list, a description of all New Counterfeits, this copy of the ‘detector’ 
will be of no value, and will only be calculated to deceive any person who may refer to its pages, after the next number is published.” Ex 
August 15,1971 Katen Fuld sale, lot 762.

Not in the 1994-95 Armand Champa sales, nor the Bass Library sales. Though portions of the text appear to be duplicated in the first 
two volumes, sometimes it is entirely different, and in most, if not all cases, the relevant leaves comprise different printings, one sheet 
often being dated and/or numbered while its apparent equivalent does not share the same characteristics. The first substantially complete 
example of the Rare Coin Portfolio that we encountered, housed in a single binder with no “duplication” and less complete than here, 
was initially sold in the June 24, 1995 Money Tree sale to John W. Adams. It was apparently Breen’s own copy and was subsequently sold 
in the March 22, 2002 Kolbe sale @ $700. According to the 1995 Money Tree catalogue, “(t)hese pages were created for the Type Coin 
Program offered by First Coinvestors, Inc. (FCI). In theory, each month, the customer would receive one United States coin from this 
program. With the coin was one of these cards which gave accompanying numismatic text.” The effusive preface, presumably written by 
FCI principal Stanley Apfelbaum, notes that “(t)he professional who wrote the descriptions of all the types of United States coins in your 
album is Walter Breen... Walter Breen is one of the few individuals in the entire world about whom the word professional can be used 
without any reservations whatsoever. His reputation is so great that even other professionals consider it a privilege to be in his company 
for a few minutes... Whenever a rare coin expert doubted his own judgment about a rare coin.. .that was the time to turn to Walter Breen. 
Whatever he said would be accepted instantly by that expert... It was no small achievement for First Coinvestors, Inc. in getting Walter 
Breen to sign an exclusive lifetime contract to devote his knowledge and his talents in the rare coin field to the service of our clients.” 
The text is vintage Breen, filled with important and interesting information, from arcane to ordinaire. The work never reached the stage 
of full distribution to First Coinvestor clientele, and the example offered here may be the most complete extant. The Rare Gold Manage¬ 
ment Investment Portfolio also present here is the only example known to us. The preface appears to be essentially identical to that of the 
preceding item, though the glossary includes definitions of a number of terms specific to the topic covered. The text appears to cover the 
entire range of federal gold issues, from dollars to double eagles, and concludes with a sheet devoted to commemorative gold coins and 
one on “California Fractional Gold.” Ex John J. Ford, Jr. Library.

The first plate depicts ancient Greek and Jew¬ 
ish coins, along with European crowns; the second plate illustrates colonials; five 
plates depict choice United States gold coins; three plates illustrate silver dollars, 
and one depicts other United States silver coins; two plates are devoted to cents 
and a few half cents; the final plate depicts rare patterns. The attractive halftone portraits of Gable and Chapman were both taken in the 
photographic department of Gables establishment. The coin photography was, as usual, superbly executed by Samuel Hudson Chapman, 
producing “plates printed by direct contact from the original negatives.” Writing elsewhere, Chapman noted that: “ The object of plates in 
the catalog of an auction sale is to represent the state of preservation of the coins and it is, therefore, essential to use the process that will 
give us the most exact reproduction of the original. After trying all other processes, I went back years ago to the original method. The 
half-tone process cannot equal it because a screen is interposed to break up the image so that it can be printed in ink; and this image, of 
course, will not bear magnification for examination as to die varieties or preservation because it then separates into its component dots.”

Born in 1849, he early began collect¬ 
ing coins, which is testified to by notes in his Numismatic diary where he mentions having bought this or that in the early ’60s and his 
interest never ceased. Here therefore, truly is a life work and how well he has mastered it is shown by the coins...” A purely American sale 
excepting lots 1142-1156 of ancient coins—mostly unimportant Roman Imperial bronzes—separately issued as a single-sheet addenda.

The most famous of 
the Chapman sales and one of the most renowned American coin auction ever held. John Story Jenks began collecting coins around 1850 
and was 82 years of age when his collection was sold. Chapman claimed that “He is probably the oldest collector in the United States, and 
nearly every important sale has contributed to his collection.” Twenty years his junior, Henry Chapman was still at the height of his con¬ 
siderable powers: “Suifice it to say I have not spared my faculties, energy or money to give in this catalogue full descriptions of the coins 
contained in this grand collection.” For years the Jenks catalogue served as the best American single reference guide to the entire range 
of numismatics.

A handsome, 
extremely rare Large Paper set of this delightful numismatic publication, 
featuring important early articles on American colonial coins and accom¬ 
panied by actual photographs depicting them. Rare in any form, publica¬ 
tion abruptly ceased in 1873, after only two issues of the second volume had 
been published. According to a note in the Vol. II, Part 1,1871 issue: “It was 
decided that in future only 90 small paper and 10 large paper copies [of the 
‘Proceedings’] should be printed.” At its height, the society had a grand total 
of thirty-five members and, judging from their paucity, it seems that most 
issues sent to members have not survived. It also appears that fifty sets of 
the Proceedings of the Manchester Numismatic Society , published 1864-1873, 
were reserved by Clay “for general sale” (three sets appeared in the 1871 sale 
of his collection and the American Numismatic Society has a set complete 
through 1873). Until now, we are unaware of the private or public sale of 
such a set and it seems likely that most remained unsold in Clay’s lifetime 
and have since perished.

A note following the final article cited here states: “[To be continued].” Alas, a third installment was never published, which surely would 
have featured additional fine plates, as the photograph accompanying the first two articles is devoted almost entirely to NE issues. Clay’s 
numismatic compass was wide and included in the Proceedings are articles of interest to British numismatists, most notably a goodly 
number of articles on Isle of Man currency, which serve as a little known updating of Clays classic 1849 work on the topic. There are also 
several illustrated articles on ancient coins and other numismatic topics. In his various American articles. Clay cites British authorities, 
including Snelling, Ruding, Aquila Smith, Pinkerton, Lindsay, and Simon. He employs the American size scale though makes no men¬ 
tion of authors such as Hickcox and Dickeson. Nonetheless, the perspective Clay projects is fresh and uniquely based on his long experi¬ 
ence as an early serious collector and student of colonial American coins. Though separated by an ocean from his quarry, he apparently 
participated in American auction sales and the riches his countrymen brought back with them from their transatlantic journeys, and 
often saved in pristine state, were perhaps even superior to the native supply of his American cousins. These little known articles and the 
pioneer photographs accompanying some of them may provide numismatic information and clues valuable even to todays cadre of dedi¬ 
cated collectors and students of the series. The volume at hand is truly a marvelous if unexpected example of Numismatica Americana. 
Dr. Charles Clay (1801-1893) was a noted English surgeon, called the “Father of Ovariotomy.” In the early 1840s, he performed the first 
hysterectomy. Interested in geology and archaeology, the cosmopolitan doctor also amassed a collection of over 1,000 editions of the Old 
and New Testaments. While the coins and currency of the Isle of Man may have been his first numismatic love, his remarkably extensive 
collection of American silver and copper surely placed a close second. Sylvester Crosby, in Early Coins of America, thanked Dr. Clay “for 
impressions of many coins in his collection, then in England” and, at age 70, his collection of Isle of Man currency and “Valuable Col¬ 
lection of American Coins & Medals” was sold at auction in New York by Strobridge and Woodward. Daniel Fowler Howorth was also 
a noted English numismatist with new world proclivities. His obituary, in the May, 1919 issue of The Numismatist, reads in part: “Few of 
the collectors of England have kept more in personal touch with numismatics and collectors in the United States than Mr. Howorth... Mr. 
Low writes of him as follows: ‘He was my correspondent and patron for nearly 30 years... He was a frequent buyer at American sales... In 
1910 he placed his collection in my hands for public sale... He possessed many gems in the American and Canadian series.’”

An important and extremely interesting letter touching on both Clymer’s professional and personal life. Most significantly, a full page 
of the letter is dedicated to providing a full and detailed listing of the costs involved in printing paper money for the Philadelphia Bank, 
which had been established only the year before with Clymer as president. Meredith had been the first U.S. Treasurer, serving until his 
retirement in late 1801. The two were also brothers-in-law. The first page of the letter is mainly personal in nature, asking about family 
and other matters. The “overleaf,” to use Clymer’s phrase, is of considerable numismatic and historical interest, however. It lists prices for: 
bank paper moulds; watermarks; sheets; materials; printing on a rolling press; engraving; and more simple printing. The lines concerning 
watermarks are significant, as the Philadelphia Bank used them extensively in an attempt to thwart counterfeiters. Clymer records the 
cost for watermarks as “25 cents for every water mark letter,” further noting that “in the sheet there is space for eight notes — and in the 
8 notes of Philad- Bank there are 88 such letters.” (These wire-watermarking letters are discussed in Dard Hunter’s 1952 Papermaking 
in Pioneer America, pages 137-138.) Also of interest is the $120 fee for “printing on a rolling press,” a figure that Clymer notes “appears 
an extremely high charge.” A significant letter for the history of paper money in the United States, and a very interesting piece of cor¬ 
respondence between two important historical figures. Clymer (1739-1813) is one of only six people who hold the distinction of having 
been a signer ofboth the U.S. Declaration of Independence and the U.S. Constitution. Both Clymer and Meredith (1741-1817) served in 
the Continental Congress. A rare opportunity.

(L Partrick, William Bareford, Ted Naftzger and Jon Hanson. While not all of the monochrome photos used in the Breen Encyclopedia 
are here present, many of them are and are much superior to the printed halftones in the published book. (The color enlargements at 
the end of the book were printed from color slides and are not included.) The coins selected for illustration are of extraordinary quality, 
having been winnowed from the finest collections in the country, and the technical excellence of the photographs is hardly improvable.

Four rare works, bound together by P.H. Chase in one volume (which bears his signature on the front flyleaf). The Massamore list is the most 
common of these, but it is the compilers most notable work. Although a price list is appended, it was more than just a vehicle for selling stock: 
there are corrections of errors found in the Haseltine and Thian works, detailed descriptions, notes on counterfeits, and other useful informa¬ 
tion. The Thian work is rare, being only the fourth copy we have seen. It entails a numbering “scheme for a complete collection of specimens 
of the currency of the Confederate States, arranged in chronological order of the several issues, and indicating series, serial letters, etc.” The 
Haseltine list is the scarce original edition. This production was partly a fixed price list, but with an effort on Haseltine’s part to have it also serve 
as a reference to the series.

A perplexing Elder production, rarely en¬ 
countered with all of the photographic plates originally prepared. Often copies come with only one or two specialized sections of the 
plates; there are also at least three different varieties of the text; and even the prices realized list comes on regular and thick paper. 
Four of the superb photographic plates depict ancient Greek and Roman coins; nine illustrate English and European coins; one de¬ 
picts American colonial coins; and the remaining four plates illustrate American pioneer gold coins (four additional plates of pioneer 
gold coins found in some plated versions are not included). A well-known neurologist, Lawrence wrote a number of books on the 
topic. His coin collection was remarkably varied but is best known for its outstanding collection of California and other pioneer gold 
coins. Elder explains the reason for this predilection in his introduction: “The late Dr. George Alfred Lawrence was born at Lawrence, 
California, a settlement named for his ancestors, on June 6th, 1869. As California was the principal seat of the coinage of private gold 
issued between 1849 and 1855, it was natural that the Doctor should specialize in the American Private Gold Coinages.” Plated copies 
of the Lawrence catalogue have long been desirable and are rarely obtainable.

The story of the 
compilation of these plates is told in the October 1878 issue of Numisma, though it has been inaccurately stated through the years that 
the plates were initially created for use in the Merritt catalogue (they are the wrong size for an auction catalogue and depict both sides of 
most early varieties, using of necessity different coins—from both Merritt and Parmelee—to do so). Three hundred copies were printed 
(this one is unnumbered). The plates were intended not only to illustrate the various die varieties, but to assist the collector in learning 
how to grade properly: throughout the work, Frossard provides his own opinion of the grades of the pieces illustrated. While perhaps 
not an essential contribution to the study of US numismatics, the book is a good overview of both series and one of the earliest to deal 
with die varieties for dates past 1794. Of considerable historical importance as one of the early major works on large cents and half cents.

Peter Gallaudet s 1804 Letter to Tench Coxe Acknowledging Receipt of Four Kegs of Large Cents

A very important letter, giving rare contemporary information on the distribution of U.S. large cents and specifying exactly the number 
of cents contained in four kegs of cents delivered by the Mint to Hartford, Connecticut. “I have your favor of 14 ,h June with Inv. inclos'd of 
4 Kegs cents cont. K 520 doll, -being the amt. for which I paid you when in Philad/ for the Hartford Bank,” the letter begins. The distribu¬ 
tion of early federal coinage has always been somewhat of a mystery, with little firm information being recorded. Records often noted the 
number of kegs shipped from the Mint, hut often neglected to state how many cents were included in these kegs. This letter, which was 
the subject of a detailed, illustrated article by John J. Kraljevich, Jr., in the January 2005 issue of The Numismatist, provides exactly the sort 
ill information usually lacking from published accounts of coinage distribution. Walter Breen has mentioned Tench Coxe, the recipient 
of the letter at hand, as being instrumental in the distribution of cents outside of Philadelphia. As purveyor of public supplies, Coxe was 
an important government employee; while his numismatic role may have been an accidental by-product of his job, it is nonetheless of 
considerable importance. According to Kraljevichs article, Peter Gallaudet fought in the American Revolution and became a secretary to 
Cicorge Washington. He was a nephew of Elisha Gallaudet, engraver of the Continental Currency “dollar.” Here, he is functioning as an in¬ 
termediary between Coxe and a Hartford banking concern whose name is not recorded. A most interesting and historically notable letter.

Gear’s 
treatise was a predecessor of Laban Heath’s ubiquitous publications on the topic, from which, as Eric Newman notes, Heath “adopted 
many of his concepts and expressions. The illustrations are not finely produced for the reason stated in the introduction: “These engrav- 
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ings are executed in a coarse manner, that the difference between the counterfeit and genuine may be more easily distinguished.” A June 
23, 1866 testimonial letter from C.E. Twombley, Paying Teller, U.S. Treasury, is reproduced on page 81, recommending it "to the public 
as an invaluable book for every business man.” Priced at $1.00 versus $1.50 for the Heath work, its major competitor, Gear downplays the 
main difference between the two works: "We might fill the book with specimens of genuine work, which would increase the cost of the 
same only, without being of any aid to the learner. Genuine bank notes are always at hand, and can be examined by all at any time.” Ex 
John J. Ford, Jr. library (lot 497).

Ex Whitman Publishing Company reference library, which incorporated goodly 
portions of the Chicago libraries formed by Virgil Brand and C.E. Green. Rare. The second catalogue is only the second coin auction 
held in Chicago recorded by Attinelli.

Of the highest importance. The son of financier Hetty Green, 
popularly known as the “Witch of Wall Street,” Colonel E.H.R. 
Green (1868-1936) spent untold sums in the 1920s and 1930s 
on his hobbies. He vies with King Farouk as perhaps the most 
eccentric coin collector of the twentieth century. Both men 
shared an intense interest in shady ladies and pornography; 
Green reportedly displayed a stuffed and mounted (if that be 
the proper term) whale penis inside the entry of one of his resi¬ 
dences. An excellent biographical sketch of Green is featured 
in Special Supplement III of the Bowers and Merena August 
30, 1999 catalogue of the Walter H. Childs collection. Arthur 
H. Lewis’s appropriately named full-length biography, The Day 
They Shook the Plum Tree, perhaps best tells the remarkable 
story of Hetty Green and her unusual son, who, upon Hetty’s 
death, spent some $3,000,000 a year on yachts, coins, stamps, 
jewels, orchid culture, and other less respectable endeavors. 
His numismatic holdings were amassed on a scale exceeded by 
few, and the truly remarkable inventory present here confirms 
it. The first sheet (not present in the copy in the Ford library) consists of a sworn statement by F.C.C. Boyd, outlining his qualifications 
and credentials and providing a summary of his appraisal. This is signed in ink by Boyd and is also notarized. The second sheet com¬ 
prises a “Recapitulation of Coins, Medals & Tokens” with a face value of $126,409.13 for 51,018 pieces, valued at $376,799.64. The third 
sheet features a * Recapitulation Paper Money” with a face value of $839,688.92 for 62,434 pieces, valued at $858,122.18. Thereafter, the 
inventory sheets feature columns for Trunk / Book / Page / Date / MM / Denomination / Remarks / Face Value / Good / Very Good / Fine / 
Very Fine - Ex. Fine / Unc / Proof / Total Pieces / Value. Since the items are listed by the trunk in which they were stored, the arrangement 
is not always orderly. The result is similar to Virgil Brand’s ledgers, which are arranged by date of acquisition. All the good things are 
ihere, hut serendipity may be required to find them quickly. Green’s American holdings are comprehensive and laden with rarities, from 
colonials to pioneer and federal gold issues, half cents to silver dollars, from Hard Times tokens to patterns to encased postage stamps. 
The foreign portion is hardly less impressive: the collection features extensive foreign gold, especially rich in Mexican, Central and South 
American pieces, but running the gamut, including platinum and other Russian coins. While the face value of the paper money predomi¬ 
nates, nearly ninety percent of the 442 pages are devoted to listing coins, tokens and medals. Indeed, $198,256.00 of the various “bank 
notes extracted from various trunks, were ‘delivered to the Redemption Department of United States Treasury, Washington, D.C. and 
destroyed.' Green’s obituary in the July 1936 issue of The Numismatist summarizes his collection well: “Although he kept his personality 
well in the background in numismatics, he had been for a number of years one of the largest and most active collectors in the United 
States, and when his collection is disposed ol—if it is, publicly—even those who knew him well will probably be surprised at its size. He 
had several agents among the dealers who were always on the lookout for rarities for him, and for whom he was always a desirable cus¬ 
tomer.” In American Numismatic Biographies, Pete Smith sheds light on this amazing inventory: “On October 25,1936 [Colonel Green’s] 
collection was transferred trom South Dartmouth to the First National Bank of Boston. The move required eight armored cars, sixteen 
private guards and seven state policemen. At the time the value of his coin collection was estimated at $5 million... In 1937 F.C.C. Boyd 
was asked to make an appraisal of the collection. The courts determined that the value for tax purposes was $1,240,299. His total estate 
was valued at more than $40 million. To our knowledge, only one other example of the Green inventory has come to market: the one 
in the first Ford library sale (Kolbe Sale 93, lot 518), which sold for $37,000 plus buyer premium and which may be permanently off the 
market. It seems highly possible, if not likely, that only these two copies are extant, though a third (the original typescript) existed at one 
time. Colonel Greens inventory is of the highest importance because no catalogue of his monumental numismatic collection was ever 
made. The coins, medals, tokens and paper currency were gradually dispersed privately, and the lack of a formal catalogue is a serious 
impediment to provenance research.

The catalogue itself is quite rare. Unlisted in the American Numismatic Society Auction Catalogue and “Not seen” by Adams. In the 
preface, Hesslein notes that Miller’s collection contained “any number of very choice coins.. including a $4.00 Stella... An exceptionally 
fine lot of cents.. .also half cents... Also a large line of Connecticut, New Jersey and Vermont Cents..In his March 22 letter to Hines, 
Hesslein amplifies: “This collection contains as fine a lot of Cents and Half Cents as have been sold since the Earle sale quite a few years 
ago and certainly think it would pay you to make a trip to Boston and look them over. These coins, after I catalogued them, were gone 
over by Dr. Beckwith...and he made the statement to me that they were the finest lot he had seen for a good many years.” In the April 
8 letter, Hesslein writes that he is sending Hines a number of cents by registered mail, including “lot 325 [ 1796 Fillet Head Gilbert #2 
uncirculated...] which I have valued at $125.00.” In his April 10 letter, Hines notes that he is returning the lots sent for examination and, 
although he had neglected to ask to see lot 305 [1794 Hays #8.. .without doubt the finest specimen known of this excessively rare variety], 
he writes: “I haven’t had much satisfaction bidding at ‘Mail Auctions’ and when left to discretion of dealer advantage has been taken when 
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sent open bid to buy and I am perhaps prejudiced. Anyway if this specimen really is all it seems to be as indicated in your catalogue I will 
take you into my confidence and ask you to buy it for me as cheaply as you can.” In his April 12 letter, Hesslein informs Hines that he has 
“very large bids” on lot 305 and, “as you did not give me a firm bid on it, think I am justified in not executing your bid on this particular 
piece.” In the April 14 letter, Hesslein acknowledges receipt of a telegram from Hines “and all I can say is that I am surprised that you 
should feel about the matter as you do...the piece brought $132.55 and...I could have raised to bid to as high as $160.00 Would you have 
been willing to have paid a price of $160.00 or $170.00 for the piece in view of the fact you had one in your collection?” After belaboring 
his faulty point that “It was entirely optional with me whether I should buy the piece or not,” he lists Hines’s other sale purchases and 
asks Hines if he “will repudiate the commissions.” Hesslein concludes: “I shall bill these coins to the next lowest bidder if I do not hear 
from you promptly, as this letter is worthy of immediate reply and your telegram worthy of an apology.” Hines’s pencil draft confirms that 
he sent payment in full for his purchases, noting that “I have yet to be charged with ever repudiating a commission,” also stating that he 
would have honored his unlimited bid on lot 305, and decrying the “unfortunate” nature of this “first dealing” with Hesslein. In the ink 
draft, he reiterates that, had he been awarded lot 305 at $160, “I should have paid it without complaint” since his bid was “absolutely un¬ 
limited.” An interesting and informative body of correspondence, suggesting that the innately disagreeable nature of the man inevitably 
led to the demise sixteen years later of William Hesslein’s numismatic career.

Hickcox’s Historical Account is the first substantial work ever written on American coins. Only 200 copies were issued. The author writes 
in the preface: “The design of this work is to give an account of the legally authorized coinage of the United States of America during the 
periods of their colonial history and their existence as a united republic. Nothing as comprehensive has heretofore been attempted, nor 
is there any separate publication on either our colonial or early federal coinage. The materials have been collected by consulting early 
periodicals, congressional and legislative documents and other works, and through an extensive correspondence with gentlemen in other 
states. In the concluding chapter is given a catalogue of pieces which have been neither legally issued, nor can they, with one or two excep¬ 
tions, be considered as tradesmen’s tokens, but were the inventions of individuals, sometimes proposed as specimens or patterns of coin¬ 
age for the newly formed republic. The modern coinage of the United States having been quite fully exhibited in the valuable treatise 
by Messrs. F.ckfeldt and Du Bois, it has been deemed expedient not to repeat the engravings contained in that work.” Unfortunately for 
Hickcox, his pioneering work was almost immediately overshadowed by Montroville Wilson Dickeson’s American Numismatical Manual. 
Though smaller in size and scope, Hickcox’s work is richer in historical detail and more elegant in style. It will always remain a landmark 
in American numismatic literature. This copy is augmented by a pasted-in newspaper clipping reporting on Edward Cogan’s first auction 
sale (November 1, 1858). This first sale of the man often regarded as the first full-time coin dealer in the U.S. is, of course, of consider¬ 
able historical importance, and the Philadelphia Bulletin report (six column inches long) makes for fascinating reading.

The Hodges family were 
publishers of a prominent New York bank note reporter, along with several other similar publications, from the mid-1850s to the mid- 
1860s Vccording to 1 Jfflistin, this important work was pirated from John Dye’s 1855 Bank Note Plate Delineator. The 1856 issue offered 
here, however, was unknown to Dillistin who considered Hodges’s 1857 Safeguard to be the first edition issued by the firm. While no 
credit is given Dye for his major innovation, publication rights may well have been legally secured since this 1856 first edition, and the 
1857 edition for that matter, appear to have been printed from the identical plates used for Dyes 1855 work. Subsequent editions were 
enlarged and revised by brothers John Tyler and Daniel Milton Hodges and, in 1862, the work was taken over by Daniel’s son Edward. It 
remained in his hands until the final edition of 1865.

Of extraordinary importance and very rare. Considered the most important document written by Jefferson while Secretary of State under 
Washington, the Report on Weights, Measures and Coins is a breathtaking achievement. It is the culmination of many years’ thought for 
Jefferson, who had long pondered the best ways for a new government to address the chaos resulting from the alphabet soup of compet¬ 
ing currencies and moneys of account in the colonial and confederation periods. Recognizing that even the familiar British system left 
much to be desired, Jefferson felt strongly that the adoption of a uniform decimal system would not only be more convenient for daily 
transactions, but would ease the development of a national economic system in ways that would promote trade and encourage invest¬ 
ment. Tine ramifications of this 1790 report are continually felt today. This is the preferred printing of the Report, being the first edition, 
fourth printing. It was preceded by three folio editions, which varied only in the corrections Jefferson made to the text while it was being 
printed, rhe fourth printing, accomplished in a more convenient octavo form, was the final version, was supervised by Jefferson and 
was the edition he kept in his own library. Very rare, with Rink listing only six copies, including Jefferson’s own, in institutional libraries. 
Rarely available in the private marketplace, we have never before offered a copy. This copy bears a contemporary inscription from George 
Gale to Janies Tilghman. George Gale (1756-1815) was a Revolutionary War veteran, a member of Maryland’s Constitutional Conven¬ 
tion and a member of the U.S. House of Representatives for Maryland.

Perhaps the most lavishly executed work on American numismatics ever published. The author relates in the introductory text “that Mr. 
Jefferson, as early as 1789, entertained the idea of publishing an account of all American medals, struck up to that time,” but ii remained for 
Loubat to publish the first extensive work on the topic. In 1908, the American Journal of Numismatics noted: “His sumptuous work on the 
Official Medals struck by the authority of the United States marked an epoch in our medallic history.” I his is the second state of the first 
edition, with a revised title page and with the eight pages of testimonials (one dated April 1879) bound in after the text. A resident of New 
York City, Loubat inherited a considerable fortune, and a 1878 review from the New York Sun notes that, “instead of squandering his life 
in social or profligate idleness, devote(d) it to the manly sport of yachting and to the study of that branch of numismatics which deals with 
medals.” Loubat was also an early benefactor of American historical and numismatic research and, as the title suggests, was an inveterate 
“joiner.” Cleveland Amory’s 1960 Who Killed Society ? contains a most entertaining account of Loubat’s famous 1881 brouhaha with the 
Union Club of New York. He had recently become one of ten lifetime members after tendering a payment of $1,000. Verbally span ing at 
the club with a certain Henry Turnbull on the merits of matrimony, Loubat responded to the query of why he was not married: “Nobody 
would have me. I am not rich enough.” Turnbull then inquired why he did not marry a certain lady, a rich widow known to both of them. 

Loubat allegedly replied: “Why should I marry her when I’ve been trying for ten years to-her daughter?” The word or phrase used 

by the Duke was never made public but he was deemed to be no longer a gentleman and was expelled from the Club. At one point in the 
controversy Loubat was prepared to challenge Turnbull to a duel. Eventually reinstated after litigation in 1886, Loubat never again passed 
through the Union Club door, though he lived until 1927.

Unfortunately, it is also one of the most important col¬ 
lections of U.S. coins ever assembled for which a full catalogue was never written: meaning that for provenance studies, the Newcomer 
collection is something of a black hole, with little certain information about what exactly it contained (Morgenthau and Mehl did sell 
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some of Newcomers duplicates and world coins). The main collection was liquidated through B. Max Mehl, who sold many of the pieces 
directly to Col. E.H.R. Green (hence the writing on some of these envelopes identifying the photos as being of his coins). The photographs 
and negatives offered here were taken for Mehl, with some bearing Ft. Worth photographer stamps. The group offered here is similar to 
that offered by David F. Fanning in his second solo sale (June 4, 2009); in fact, the two groups largely complement each other, with little 
duplication.

Despite a proclivity for very long sentences, Rooks published an interesting 
textbook, filled with useful information. Judging from its scarcity today, however, it met with little favor and is one of the last of the genre.

Under the headline “Our New Name,” the publishers wrote that to inquiries “of why it was not a Numis¬ 
matic as well as a Timbrophilic paper, we always answered that two magazines on the former subject were enough. That we were mis¬ 
taken, our Numismatic friends will at once see, for though there are two Magazines published in this country devoted to the collecting of 
coins, the editor of one [American Journal of Numismatics] is so learned, and the articles of the magazine so profound, that it will never 
be a popular magazine, though it should be read by every collector who takes an interest in his collection. The editor of the other [Masons 
Coin and Stamp Collectors’ Magazine] has the misfortune to lack what his brother has too much of, viz: that much needed, but seldom 
found, article, common sense. We have often wondered whether the Timbrophilic or the Numismatic articles in its columns were the least 
correct, but have not been able to solve this problem. Seeing the above state of things, we have determined to establish a Magazine that 
will be popular, or, in other words, one that can be understood by, and teach something to, everyone that reads it. To do this, we have en¬ 
larged the Mercury, and will hereafter publish indiscriminately the best available articles on stamps and coins.” Writings of numismatic 
interest in subsequent issues include two articles by “Nemo;” proceedings of the New England Numismatic and Archeological Society; a 
report on the “Mackensie” sale; a request from S.S. Crosby: “Being engaged in studying, for the purpose of publication, the varieties of the 
Colonial coinage, I wish to ask (for) impressions in copper or tin foil of any fine or rare specimens”; an article on Shell-Money by R.E.C. 
Stearns; “The Massachusetts Coinage” by H.E.W. [Harlow E. Woodward, son of W. Elliot Woodward); poems entitled “The Old Coin” and 
“The ‘Bungtown’”; etc. The inclusion of numismatics apparently did little to increase circulation and the publication reverted to philatelic 
content only after July 1870, undoubtedly much to the satisfaction of Ebenezer Locke Mason.

A most interesting assemblage of Treasury Department notices and letters, mainly pertaining to the redemption of United States Notes and 
Fractional Currency. The first two notices feature a printed facsimile of F.E. Spinners distinctive signature and mainly concern methods “to 
facilitate the issue of new circulating notes by the Comptroller of the Currency in return for national-bank notes redeemed by this agency.” 
The February 26,1876 form letter, signed in printed facsimile by the Treasurer and Secretary, proclaims that “the express charges on U.S. 
Notes and Fractional Currency received for redemption, and the returns therefore, will not be paid by this Department.” The handwritten 
March 18,1876 letter to the Cashier of the National Bank of Germantown, Philadelphia Pa., reads: “1 am in receipt of your letter of the 17th 
instant in regard to a supply of Fractional Currency and refer you to the Asst. Treasurer U.S of your City who was yesterday authorized to 
receive deposits to a limited amount on account of 50<t and 25<t notes.” The final letter accompanied “an Act approved June 30,1876” sent 
to National Banks, pointing out “Section 5, relative to stamping counterfeit, altered, and worthless Notes that may be presented.”

Never issued commercially, Bureau of Engraving and Printing vignette books were usually prepared individually for presentation to gov¬ 
ernment officials and dignitaries. Given the larger than normal format, luxurious binding, and alpha and omega portraits of the Harrisons 
found in the present volume, it does not seem unreasonable to suggest a presidential pedigree, though it lacks any indication of its initial 
recipient. Issued well after the heyday of the practice in the 1870s, the imposing nine pound tome at hand features the most engraved 
portraits that we have ever encountered in a single officially produced volume, as well as the highest overall number of engravings. Ad¬ 
ditionally, it is the only official Bureau of Engraving and Printing vignette volume that we recall ever having encountered which concludes 
with an engraving of a president’s spouse. Mrs. Harrison, sadly, died of tuberculosis in 1892 during her husbands term. Official vignette 
books come in a bewildering variety of combinations and rarely are two copies exactly alike. Through the years many volumes have been 
broken up and the vignettes sold individually, often as proofs. This practice and the fact that the volumes were issued in limited numbers on 
an individual basis account for their extreme scarcity today. Many of the superb engravings were utilized on United States large size paper 
money and fractional currency. These sumptuous tomes are true numismatic aristocrats, coveted by bibliophile and syngraphist alike. The 
volume at hand, even if not from the library of an American president, is perhaps the most impressive that we have ever handled.

“Alexandre Vattemare is recognized among American numismatists as one of the 
fathers of the discipline in the New World, having assembled the first comprehensive collections of American coins, medals, and paper 
currency, and produced the first comprehensive catalog of American numismatics.” — Alan Stahl, in The Extravagant Ambassador: 
The True Story of Alexandre Vattemare, the French Ventriloquist Who Changed the World, Boston Public Library, 2007. Nicholas Marie 
Alexandre Vattemare, founder of the System of International Exchanges, was born in Paris in 1796 and died there in 1864. A man of 
many talents, he was a surgeon early in his career and later became a well-known ventriloquist and magician who traveled throughout 
Europe and America. He subsequently gave up this occupation to promote adoption of his Systeme d’Echange International, initially 
aimed at the exchange of duplicate books between libraries, especially government publications. Later it was extended to include works 
of art, maps, natural history specimens, coins, medals and other similar objects. He came to America in 1839 and again in 1847, and was 
granted funds by Congress and by several state legislatures to further his scheme, which met with greater success here than in Europe. 
He effected several exchanges with the National Institute (later the Smithsonian Institution). Ibis elusive 1861 work describing American 
coins, medals and tokens from 1652 to 1858 was written to complement the holdings of the Bibliotheque Nationale. Following an interest¬ 
ing historical overview, from colonial issues to pioneer gold, some 381 pieces are described in detail. Sometimes mintages (“Frappage”) 
are noted, and many of the early entries feature historical notes that are usually interesting if not in all cases completely accurate. A few 
excerpts follow: Vattemare provides a detailed description of a Brasher doubloon “qui se trouve a la monnaie federale de Philadelphie.. 
he notes that the cents of “1808 a 1815” bear “le portrait de madame Madison”; of an “1815” cent he writes that “Vu la cherte du cuivre, 
occasionnee par la guerre avec l’Angleterre, il ne fut pas frappe de cents en 1815. Lexistence de cette piece prouve une fois de plus qu’il y 
avait a Birmingham un monnayage clandestin de pieces americaines, introduites aux Etats-Unis par le Canada et la Nouvelle-Ecosse"; an 
1840 half cent ( Demi-cent ) is described as bearing the “Effigie de Mme Patterson”; he discusses “medailles de paix,” noting that “Les 
peace medals sont les seules qui portent lefigie du president des Etats-Unis,” and that “Apres le declaration d’independance, les premieres 
medailles ont ete executees en France... Notre collection comprend 14 de ces medailles, 4 de Duvivier, 7 de Dupre et 3 de Gatteaux”; etc. 
A Table Alphabetique” is provided for the sections on both coins and medals, the latter is also accompanied by a “Liste de Graveurs.” All 
in all, the Catalogue is a most interesting early source of information on American numismatics.

A very important if little-known sale, featuring 200 Canadian lots and 800 lots of United States coins, tokens, etc., along with a wealth 
of rare and important Mexican and Latin American coins and medals. Very scarce. A great many obscure and unusual American tokens 
and medals are featured, along with state bank notes and Confederate paper money. The printed list of references utilized in the catalogue 
present here is the first we have seen. Nineteen works are recorded, including Atkins, Betts, Breton (with an R1-R6 table of “degree of 
rarity and approximate current prices”), Dickeson, Fonrobert, Leroux, Marvin, Meili, Rosa, and Zay.

Probably the finest example we have ever encountered. In a 1987 Coin World article, written mainly about Eastman Business College bank 
notes, Fred Reed asserts that this 1865 work was actually written by the founder of the college and “is, in fact, a reissue of his 1858 text 
published as MONEY! Eastmans Treatise on Counterfeit, Altered and Spurious Bank Notes published for use in his abortive St. Louis 
school.” No one who has compared the two texts would argue with Reeds assertion. He also notes that E.J. Wilber was principal of the Ju¬ 
nior Department of Actual Business at Eastman College and that E.P. Eastman was principal of the Theory Department. Why the usually 
bombastic Harvey Gridley Eastman chose to hide behind the names of his instructors is not clear. This edition is considerably enhanced 
by the fine plates of bank note designs engraved by New York Bank Note Co., and also by the profusely illustrated twenty-page article on 
the American Bank Note Company, bound in at the end, which originally appeared in the February, 1862 issue of Harper’s New Monthly 
Magazine.

A wonderful piece of Woodward ephemera regarding the Mickley sale, one of the most important American sales of the 19th century. Print¬ 
ed sale announcement circulars from various 19th-century cataloguers are occasionally encountered, but they are invariably set in type: this 
one is notable in that it is a facsimile of Woodwards own handwritten text. The quality of the printing is high: indeed, the letter could easily 
be mistaken for an original holograph letter were it not for a few tell-tale traces of ink on the verso of the second leaf that were transferred 
to this copy when it was laid upon another freshly printed copy (there are also ink transfer marks on the front of the letter itself from when 
it was folded). Fhe uniform hue of the ink also suggests a printed reproduction. Finally, another copy of the letter has been located in rhe 
famous McLachlan set ot Woodward catalogues. Exceptionally rare and important. Adams called the Mickley sale “Perhaps the greatest U.S. 
collection, a superlative that seems entirely justified. Woodwards tenth and final Semi-Annual Sale, the Mickley auction was followed by 
an 11 -year absence of Woodward from the numismatic scene (the two catalogues in his series during this period having been catalogued by 
Strobridge). Perhaps he felt that nothing could surpass the Mickley collection. The sale featured astounding rarities and brought very strong 
prices (Attinelli states that the $750 brought by the 1804 dollar was “Probably the highest sum ever paid in this country for a single coin”).

A remarkable Civil War me¬ 
mento from the Commander of the ironclad Monitor. Wordens letter, written in black ink and presenting him the volume at hand, reads: “To 
James Lorimer Graham Junr. From his friend 8c cousin John Lorimer Worden, R. Adml U.S. Navy, Florence, April 27th 1875.” In the memo¬ 
rial, Worden “prays that—If it seems just and right to Congress after weighing all the advantages which accrued to the country from this 
naval victory, which resulted in destroying the Merrimac, to all intents and purposes, as effectually as if she had been sunk in the sea—there 
may be granted to him, his officers, and crew, the estimated value of the Merrimac.. .” Not numismatic, but of considerable historical interest.

B. Max Mehl’s copy. A rare and important illustrated record of Wiirtzbach’s notable collection, prepared for presentation purposes. Wurtz¬ 
bach apparently gave out few copies, however, and most were probably distributed after his death in 1947 (this copy does not bear a presen¬ 
tation by the author: the signature is Mehl’s own). Wurtzbach dedicated his work “To the lovers and collectors of the most interesting and 
historically the most important issues of all our colonial and United States coinage.” The excellent plates remain useful for establishing pedi¬ 
grees. Depicted are coins once in the collections of famous numismatists such as Finotti, McCoy, Mickley, Clay, Bushnell, Davis, Cleneay, 
Parmelee, Whitman, Winsor, Mills, H.P. Smith, Stickney, Gschwend, Zabriski, Earle, Parsons, Bement, Jackman, Jenks, Ten Eyck, Brand, 
Clapp, Ellsworth, Hall, Granberg, Col. Green, Guttag, Newcomer, Ryder, DeWitt Smith, Newcomer, T. James Clarke, Stearns, W.S. Lincoln 
and Dr. Clay. Wurtzbach’s collection was purchased by T. James Clarke, passed in turn to F.C.C. Boyd, and thence to John J. Ford, Jr., finally 
being dispersed in the remarkable October 18, 2004 Stack’s sale.
